_ First of its kind in the na- 
tion, the Greenbelt Action 
Program calls for marshal- 
ling citizens in nine counties 
in an effort to control urban 
sprawl. 

The effort is aimed at 
promoting legislative ac- 
tion to set aside about 3.4 
million acres of open space 
as a preserve for non-urban 
use, 

Over the next three 
years, Greenbelt Action is 

lanning to organize task 
orces in each county and 
then form an alliance of 
these into’a coalition to 
press the case for saving 
the open land. 

The project committee 
representing People for 
Open Sapce is headed by T. 
J. Kent Jr., professor 
emeritus of city and reg- 
ional planning at UC Ber- 
keley and author of a 1970 
study published by the Uni- 
versity which urged legisla- 


tive action to authorize an 
open space agency. 

Kent's detailed blueprint 
for an open se eserve 
did not bring legislative ac- 
tion, but the Association of 
Bay Area Governments 
(ABAG) did adopt a reg- 
ional plan calling for an 
open space preserve 
stretching in each direction 
from 50 to 80 miles, 

With no power to imple 
ment or enforce it, the 
ABAG plan became a 
“paper plan,” Kent says. 

Kent is now convinced 
that the oui way to halt 
creeping urbanization of

ROR agencies should be picke 
- with care if no bail money 


BERKELEY — Arrested 
persons aa to get 
released from jail without 
bail have a better chance 
with agencies using routine, 
objective procedures than 
they have with agencies 
using more innovative 
methods, according to a 
University of California at 
Berkeley study. 

Pre-trial agencies 
objectively rating accused 
persons according to 
community ties, and 
requiring a weekly call-in, 
are gaining release for 
approximately 40 of every 
100 persons, the study 
reveals. Agencies using 
more innovative pro- 
jcedures, such as the in- 
terviewer’s personal 
assessment, are gaining 
release for only about 20 of 
every 100 accused persons, 
says Lee Friedman, 
associate professor of 
public policy, who 
conducted the study. 

He found that the more 
successful procedures also 
reduce the *‘no show’’ rate 
in court from four percent 
to two. 


One of the more effective 
procedures, says 
Friedman, is the use of a 
“point system” in making 
release recommendations 
to the court. In this 
procedure a questionnaire 
is used to assign points to 
the accused based on 
residence in established 
family home, length of stay 
in the community, time on 
the job or at school and past 
record of crime. 

High scorers are au- 


tomatically recommended. 
for release on their own: 
recognizance (ROR). The 
role of the interviewer's: 
judgment is minimal, says.

ROR, widely used around 
the country, was initiated 18 
ears ago by a private 
oundation in New Yor 
City to reduce the number 
of people detained for long 
periods of time because 
they could not afford bail. 
Most cities have pre-trial 
release agencies to make 
ROR recommendations, 
notes Friedman, but their 
procedures vary in 
important ways. 

ome agencies are set up 
as bureaus accustomed to 
routines. Use of question- 
naires and follow-up con- 
tacts if call-ins by the ac- 
cused are not made are an 
ordinary procedure in these 
bureaus, he reports. Other 
agencies are more innova- 
tive and experimental: 
“They want to try new 
things.

Scholars try but often fail 
for lack of attention to hist- 
ory, says Professor Carl V. 
Harris of the University of 
California, Santa Barbara.

Tennessee Press). 

A historian, Harris con- 
tends that a study of the 
political fortunes of a city’s 
economic interest groups 
over several decades will 
best reveal what groups 
typically get what they 
want through politics. His 
book is a study of historical 
patterns of distribution of 
political power in what was 
once called ‘‘The Magic 
City of the New South.” 

Founded in 1871 by coal, 
iron, railroad and real es- 
tate speculators, Birmin- 
gham quickly became a 
major commercial- 
industrial metropolis. Be- 
cause its wealth, like that of 
most American cities, was 
concentrated in the hands 
of a small group of men, 
Harris wondered if political

SAN FRANCISCO, — The schemes are mis-leading. 


Internal Revenue Service 
has a word of caution to tax- 
pares who are attempting 
o set-up ‘‘at home 
churches” as a tax dodge, 

Recently, there have been 
isolated instances or or- 
g tions claiming to be 
churches when they are not. 
The non-traditional 
churches; or mail order 
ministry type operations, 
are organized essentially to 
avoid personal income 
taxes. 

The advocates of these 
mail order ministries are 
attempting to sell church 
charters and ministers’ 
credentials to taxpayers. 
However, according to 
Michael Sassi, District Di- 
rector of IRS for northern 
California, their claims that 
individuals may reduce in- 
come tax liability or avoid 
paying tax through these 


trated in these hands. 

He concentrated on what
